-HPER Will Stretch Its 
Boundaries With Yoga

Starting in Septem- 
ber the HPER building 
will again offer non 
credit classes in Yoga. 
There will be two ses- 
sions for beginning 
through intermediate 
students. Session I starts 
Sept. 8 and runs through 
Oct. 15 with classes be- 
ing held on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings from 
5:30-6:30 p.m. Session 
II starts Oct. 26 and goes 
through Dec. 10. The 
cost of each 6 week ses- 
sion is $65 and enroll- 


ment is open only to | 


UNO faculty, staff, and 
students, Class space is 
limited to 15 partici- 
pants per session. ' 
Yoga is, a “Hindu 
discipline aimed at train- 
ing the consciousness 
for a state of perfect 
spiritual insight and 


tranquillity, or a system 


of exercises practiced as 
part of this discipline to 
promote control of the 
body and mind,” says 
Microsoft Bookshelf 
Though Yoga is 
derived from one of the 
oldest strains of Hindu 
philosophy and can be 
traced back as far as the 
2nd Century AD it did 
not arrive in the United 
States in any organized 
form until the 1800's. 
There are at least 
six different forms, 
Hatha, or physical yoga 
being to most familiar to 
Westerners. This par- 


ticular type of yoga fo- 


cuses on breathing 
(Pranayama) and the 
physical exercises 
(Asanas) together to 
achieve perfect balance 
between body and mind. 
It is this blending of 
meditation and focus on 
physical fitness that is 


“completely unique to. 


yoga”, says Shelly 
Smith a UNO student 
who has been involved 
in yoga for four years. 
There are six dif- 


ferent facets of practice - 


Hatha yoga is specifi- 
cally concerned with: 
correct postures, regula- 


tion of breath, restraint 


- of the senses, steadying 


the mind, meditation, 


and profound contem- 


plation. While there are 
no hard and fast rules in 
the actual practice of 
yoga, with each sessions 
make-up being dictated 
by individual preference 
the following is a good 
set of guidelines for the 
beginning as well as the 
more advanced student, 


as prescribed by Ian 


Rawlinson author of 
Yoga for the West 


-(which can be found in 


the UNO library). . 
First the standing 
asanas (postures or 
poses), these poses are a 
good way to warm up 
the body and loosen up 
muscles. The lying 


asanas come next and 


prepare the body further 
for more strenuous exer- 
cises to come (i.e.- pre- 
paring stomach and neck 
muscles for the inverted 
poses to follow). 

Next, of course, are 
the inverted poses. Fol- 
lowing those, and acting 
as a counter balance to 
offset any muscle strain, 
come the back-bend 
poses. Next are the 
twisting poses which 
serve to loosen the hips 


for the final asana, the 


forward bending pos- 
tures, These postures are 
used to realign the 


muscles and help restore 


proper breathing, which 
has usually shortened 
during the exercises, It is 


important to note that all © 


postures need not be in- 
cluded in every work- 
out, but will usually in- 
clude the standing, ly- 


‘ing, and forward bend- 
ing postures. With as 


much diversity possible 
in the practice of Hatha 


yoga “there is one uni- 


versal”, says Smith, 
“Every class .ends with 


Chavasana (which is a 


final meditation) that is 
critical. because ‘it lets 


‘ the body and mind calm 


down. completely.”

Walking into the gallery, the 
wide assortment of colors first struck 
me as odd, However, on a closer look, 
the wild colors seemed to blend to- 
gether to form an image pleasing to 
the eye. 

I was especially struck by Philip 
‘Taaffe’s “The Great Western Sky,” 
painted between 1993 and 1994, 

The wide assortment of oranges, 
reds, blues, yellows, greens and 
purples mingled among themselves to 
form a splendid tapestry of color. The 
size of the painting also impressed me, 

“102 by 120 inches, big enough to 
brighten up any room. mA 
_ The layering and designs within 
this painting add depth and character 
to it. However, the layering and intri- 
cate designs do not complicate the 
artists simple message, the beauty and 
splendor of a western sky. 

Schrager’s collection focuses 
primarily on abstract expressionism 
paintings from the second half of this 
century. Most of the artwork comes 
from paintings Schrager has bought 
from galleries and painters in New 
York City and London. ~ 


“Much of the work is from New York 
and shipping costs alone would be so 
expensive. But it is prestigious for us 
to have his collection here, and it is 
wonderful that we can expose our stu- 
dents to these different kinds of art.” 

The opening last Friday was not

The Mavs have a new play-by- 
play announcer for football and bas- 
ketball. Kevin Kugler and the Mavs 
will also be heard on some new out- 
lets. 

Maverick football fans will be 
smiling in every aisle as games will 
be broadcast over the public address 
system at the Hy-Vee grocery store at 
132nd and Dodge Streets. The an- 
nouncement was made Tuesday after- 
noon by real estate agent and Mav 
supporter Van Deeb. 

“T’m just an ex-UNO athlete try- 
ing to promote athleltics,” Deeb said. 

He teamed up with Marketing 
Director Michael Sydlowski and the 
season ticket committee initially to try 
and sell out the remaining 300 season 
tickets in the west grandstand. 

It turned out the meeting went in 
a different direction and the idea was 
born. 

“Tt was an intern’s idea to have 
them. played all season long,” 
Sydlowski said. 

Armed with an idea, they took it 
to long-time UNO supporter and store 
director of Hy-Vee at 132nd and 


Dodge Streets, John Allen. 

“He is aclose friend of UNO ath- 
letics and he guaranteed his store 
would play them,” Deeb said. “I don’t 
think I’ve ever heard him say no.” 

He also noted that Allen was go- 
ing to donate a cart full of groceries 
to be raffled off at the next season 
ticket drive which is tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Allen will also be supporting the 
Mavs by printing both football and 
volleyball schedules on the plastic 
grocery bags and the universal slogan 
of “Join the Stampede.” 

Allen is also in the process of try- 
ing to get other area Hy-Vees to pick 
up the games as well. He was out of 
town and unavailable for comment. 

The same kind of situation is 
going on in other outlets as well. 
Sydlowski noted that his staff 
contacted area businesses with outside 
radio capability to see if they could 
also broadcast the games. .

First, the Lady Mavs made quick work of North 
Carolina Central University by polishing them off 
in three games 15-9, 15-0, 15-8. Bethany Tygert saw 
limited playing time as she is still recovering from 
off-season knee surgery. Tracy Ankeny led the Lady 
Mavs with 12 of the team’s 33 kills in the victory. 

The second game of the day saw the Lady Mavs 
take down the hosts, University of South Carolina- 
Aiken, in four games. The Lady Mavs took the first 
two games, 15-4 and 15-13 before South Carolina- 
Aiken rallied to take the third game 15-7. 

That motivated the Lady Mavs who retailiated 
by hammering the home team 15-1 to close out the 
match. Ankeny continued to lead the Lady Mavs 
with 15 kills in this match while Nikki Mastny and 
Korrine Fossum added 10 kills each. 

“I really felt like Lisa Webster and Kim 
Christiansen split time at that position and did a great 
job,” Shires said about the freshmen replacing 
sophomore middle blocker Krista Niezwaag who 
missed the trip with mononucleosis. 

With a pair of wins Friday, the Lady Mavs 
doubled up and added two more Saturday by knock- 
ing out Fayetteville and Francis Marion to win the 
tournament.
